A.P.P. HAVE HARD 


TUSSLE IN WILDS 
TO GET EVIDENCE 


While Fording Red Deer River Lives 
of Police Were Seriously Threaten- 
ed—On Search for Evidence in Con- 
nection With Murder Trial. 


Red Deer, July | 23.—Detective J, 


Holmes and Constable Patty of the 


Provincial Police had some thrilling 
experiences and narrow escapes from 


drowning on a trip west of Red Deer, 
In search of yenirel evidence vertain- 
ing to the murder of H. M. Treno- 
voeth, 25 miles trom Horburgz Jast 
spring, the two had made a Journey 
through the wilderness of the western 
country by team and wagon, and were 
returning after taking valuable photos 
and gathering other evidence to be 
used in the trial which takes place at 
a later date. In making the journey, 
it was necessary to ford the Baptiste 
River, which is swollen by the down- 
pour of rain, and the many smaller 
streams which feed it, and it was 
while in the act of fording this river 
that the serious accident took place, 
almost costing the lives of the police 
representatives and the horses they 
were driving. 

The swift current suddenly whipped 
the horses off their feet, and took the 
team, wagon and men down for a full 
half mile before they were able to 
help themselves, which they even 
tually did by sheer courage and great 
effort. Constable Patty worked his 
way to the heads of the animals, 
which had by this time become al- 
most exhausted, and held their heads 
above water until Detective Holmes 
was able to release the terrified 
horses from the cumbersome wagon, 
which was holding them down. The 
horses were not so weak that they 
could not strike out with their feet, 
and only the fact that their legs were 
under water, prevented them = from 
striking hard, saved either them = or 
their rescuers. Eventually they were 
released and gotten ashore. 

Then it was necessary for the men 
to get the wagon out of the river, 
which they did by putting a long rope 
to the tongue and pulling from the 
shore. The box was recovered still

'SAPIRO TAKES RAP

Market Expert Carries Feud Of Trial 
on After Settlement and Criticizes 
Magnate's Chief Lawyer.

Planning of some kind has always 
characterized the growth of towns and 
cities, but the absence of thorough 
scientific method has usually left ne- 
glected areas, which have drifted into 
congestion and squalor and have 
themselves become direct causes of 
social discontent, inefticiency, disease 
and crime. Modern town planning is 
directing special attention to these 
areas and is building up a sience of 
the social organism intended to se- 
cure decent living and working con- 
ditions for the large masses of people 
whose interests have been so largely 
neglected in the past and to meet the 
exigencies of modern traffic. 

Mr. Noulan Cauchon, Ottawa, Con- 
sulting Engineer and Sociologist, has 
been a student of the movement for 
some years and about this time be- 
gan the development of a plan for the 
Capital City, using its features as a 
basis for stimulating public interest 


for swimming, and the mill race, 
which was often a source of real dan- 
ger for the small boy swimmer, who 
would venture too near the swift run- 
ning water in the sluice.

Like 
the mosquito, too, he breeds in watery 
places chiefly and hag increased tre- 
mendously with the wet season, He 
is mostly carniverous and when seen 
darting in and out among plants, gras- 
ses and reeds, he is seeking out his 
prey, the obnoxfous mosquito,

water, When hatched, the

MAKE PLANS IN NEAR FUTURE 
FOR A GORGEOUS SPORTSFEST

Local Enthusiasts Discuss Various Angles and Adjourn to 


Hold a Further Meeting 


on Friday Evening of This 


Week, When Permanent Organization to Control 


Sports May Be Effected— 


There'll be no/two-days’ program of 
baseball and horse racing, etc., here 
next month, as has been mooted. That 
is one outcome of the meeting held in 
the city council chamber on Monday 
evening, at the call of Mayor Mont- 
gomery, in response to representa- 
tion made to His Worship that some- 
thing should be done. 

There was not a large gathering 
present, but where there was lack in 
numbers there was an abundance of 
enthusiasm, and an interchange of 
opinions that augured well for the 
future of sport in this community. 
The editorial comment which appear- 
ed in last week’s Times apparently 
met with universal favor among those 
assembled, there being a unanimity 
of opinion. that organization should 
be effected to ensure the citizens of 
Wetaskiwin and surrounding country 
sports of a varied and really attrac- 
tive nature and plenty of it. It was 
generally recognized that the sport- 
ing instinct had not been. as promi- 
nent as it should have been for some 
considerable time and that a revival 
was overdue, 

Consideration was given, at the 
outset, to the possibilities of conduct- 
ing a two-days sports meet at the 
Exhibition Grounds this year, with 
a baseball tournament as the big 
card, and horse racing, midway at- 
tractions, carnival stunts, etc., also 
much in the limelight. But it was 
generally conceded that the year was 
ageing fast, and that furthermore, it 
would be necessary to stage any such 
doings within three weeks at the lat- 
est to avoid a clash with harvest op- 
erations. Three weeks would not give 
the promoters an even chance to 
make preparations for an elaborate 
program, A committee of three, con- 
sisting of Messrs. McMurdo and Hur- 
rel, and Mayor Montgomery, was se- 
lected, however, to delve further into 
the possibilities and report back to 
another meeting, which will be held 
tomorow evening in the council cham- 
ber, and at which it is hoped there 
will be a much larger attendance. 
The committee has since reported that 
in its opinion it would be impracticable 
to attempt to do anything further in 
the matter, * E x ai 

The meeting was decidedly of opin- 
jon that the organization of an Ath- 
letic Association should be effected 
at once, to assume a permanent and 
definite interest in various lines of 
sport, including hockey and track and 
field events, not only with respect to 
the activities of the grown-ups, but 
to instil into the younger people 
though proper government a more’ 
enthusiastic spirit. 

It was also tentatively decided that, 
next year, not alone would this As- 
sociation provide for the citizens a 
varied line of sports from time to 
time throughout the year, but that or- 
ganization would be effected for the 
holding of a monster celebration of 
two or three days on or about July 1st, 
and that it would be the most attrac- 
tive string of doings ever held in this 
section of Alberta. 

So, tomorrow night, folks, if you’ve 
got any signs of sporting blood run- 
ning through your veins, trot over to 
the city hall and join in the delibera- 
tions which loom up as being a real 
honest-to-goodness prelude to a re 
vival of sports in this communiti{ 
which cannot but be of inestimable 
yalue to Wetaskiwin in many ways.
